United for Creativity* kr. Nightstand had been indicted on a charge of violating Japa- 
nese obscenity laws. Bringing into evidence Mr. tfightstand's collection of Japanese pil- 
low books, woodcuts, ceramics, photgraphs, and films, Attorney Prosnietzsohe conclusively 
aeuonstaated that Japon has no obscenity larrs, and that therefore his client could, not be 
convicted under them* Judge T&ataru Boriga publicly applauded the brilliance of this ar- 
gument and acquitted Mr. Nightstand, although he confiscated the evidence in the case* 
The Board of Directors of the Pulp Hades United for Creativity, accused of writing some of 
the alleged pornography, was also acquitted.

"Less than six months ago, it was very different as I slipped into Rostock Under 
coyer of darkness and stood for the first time in ten years on German soil. It wes my 
good fortune that ten years had not dulled my knowledge of German, for almost limmediate- 
ly X was picked up as a suspicious character and taken to the local police station. 35b 
captain, inevitably named Schultz, w a s actually solicitious, asking forme please to 
forgive him and his men, *ut business was .Business, and there was a war on, and the like 
stuff.
